of apology to each professor. It was /our intent that after 
your calls, the letters would be handcarried to Professors 
Skaggs and Hart by the Chief of our/Recruitment Division, 
who would prepare a damage assessm^^^report upon his return. 

We would then determine whetherB^^J^^Jef f ectiveness had 
been damaged to the extent that /the University of Minnesota 
should be transferred to another recruiter. Earlier, the 
Director of Personn^^had sent' a letter of apology to each

2. On 29 November we/Tearned that had just STATINTL 

received a letter fron^Pro/ressor Skaggs. In that letter the 
Professor gave Mr.^HA the name of yet another graduating 

member of his Department who had expressed an interest in CIA. 
Professor Skaggs also j/tated that he accepted our apology and 
that he wasquite wilting to cooperate fully and personally 
with Mr. It /was indeed a most welcomed letter.

made , andProf es sox Skaggs’ offer of "continuing cooperation

HH^Hf 
will be allowed to continue his recruiting activities at the 
University of Minnesota.

per our telephone conversation of 4 November 19?6, I am send- 
ing you a copy of the letter from Professor Richard Skaggs, Chairman, 

Geography Department, University of Minnesota. It is clear from his 
letter that he is providing me 6 names of graduate students in Geography 
out of a total of 51. (See attachments). ■ 

1 First off, it must he stated that this Recruiter is just beginning 
to develop Lead/Sources at the University of Minnesota. His last visit 
in October represented his first visit to the Geography Department. As 
you know, when a Recruiter visits a particular Department at the University, 
he usually starts with the Chairman of the Department, However, some 
Chairmen are either too busy or uncooperative to provide the Recruiter 
with much assistance. In many cases, therefore, the Recruiter must turn 
to the Department Secretary or the Graduate Advisor. If these particular 
.contacts are unfruitful, he can turn to other faculty members in the Depart- 
ment. This somewhat explains the standard operational procedure. When ■ 
we develop an excellent Lead/Source who will provide us with graduate student 
referrals, we usually continue to deal with such a Lsad/Source whether it 
be the Chairman, the Department Secretary, the Graduate Advisor, or simply 
a member of the faculty. 

During my visit to the University of Minnesota in October 1976, 

I contacted Professor Richard Skaggs, Chairman of the Geography Department, 

Professor Skaggs went to great lengths to explain to me why it would be 
difficult for him to give me a list of graduate students, and that he would 
prefer to contact each student and get their permission for their names to 
be submitted to CIA for employment purposes. In all honesty, this Recruiter 
thought that Professor Skaggs was being less than cooperative. Expecting 
little assistance , if any, from the Chairman of the Department, this Re- 
cruiter contacted Professor John F. Hart. STATINTL 

Professor H^^^ia^known several of our geographers in the Agency, parti- 
cularly In conversation with Professor Hart, I told him I 


STATINTL 
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was interested in getting a list of the graduate students who would be 
available for employment in June or August 1977. He volunteered to give 
me a list of names and addresses of some 51 graduate students, (See 
list attached). Certainly- I was pleased to receive this rather extensive 
graduate student list. Subsequently on 29 October 197^* j we sent referral 
^ t ^ i er3 to 51 students, giving them an opportunity to respond favorably 
if they were interested. In this context, a reading of Professor Skaggs* 
letter becomes clear and meaningful. Apparently he did follow through 
at least to some extent, on his pledge to check with the graduate students 
and thus sent me the names of six. The form letter, which he quotes is 
the standard referral letter used by Recruiters. (See copy attached). 
Certainly, in this Recruiter's opinion, all 51 of these graduate students 
should receive the opportunity for employment with the Agency rather than 
only 0. 

This Recruiter has been developing Leact/Sources on numerous cam- 
puses and in various Departments for the past ten years and this Is the 
first time that a Chairman has responded so unfavorably to our Recruit- 
ment activities. Maybe Professor Skaggs is simply opposed to the Agency.
